Kis power of analysis was wonderful. 
Ho 


strengthened every case ho statad, and no 
anecdote or joko ovor lost forco or effect 
from his tolling. Ho invariably carried tho 
listener with him to tho very climax, and 
wuer. that was reached in relating a humor- 
ous story he laughed all over.

mouth assumod an unexpected and comical 
shapo, tho skin on his nose gathered into 
wrinkles and his small oyes, though partly 
closed, o'.nittod infectious rays of fun.

Wlmn ho 


talked lio told a story or argued a caso. But 
it should bo ronieliiiwrod that during Uu> 
entire four years of his presidency, from 
the spring of 1801 until iiisdeathin April, 
1S05, civil war prevailed. 
It bore heaviest 


upon him, and his mind was bent, daily, 
hourly ovun, upon tho weighty matters of 
his high ollico; so that, as ho might have 
ox-pressed it, ho was either lifting with all 
his might at tho butt end of tho log or sit- 
ting upon it, whittling for.rest and rocro.i-
